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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kourimsky (5,696,352). 

Kourimsky discloses an electric wire (Figs 3 and 4) comprising two wire elements (4), 
each including a conductive portion being made of an electric conductive material, and a 
convexo-concave surface being formed on the conductive portion to provide predetermined 
amount of concave portions (the V-shape concave portion between two pointed tips) having a 
predetermined section with a predetermined depth extending in a direction toward a center of the 
conductive portion, on the surface of the conductive portion, along lengthwise the conductive 
portion, wherein the two wire elements are combined integrally to engage the convexo-concave 
surfaces of the two wire elements mutually (re claim 1). Noted the feature of the skin effect 
being increased in a high frequency electric current is inherent from the wire structure of 
Kourimsky since it comprises structure and material as claimed. Kourimsky also discloses the 
conductive portion being made of metal (copper) (re claim 2), the cross-section of the concave 
portion being formed into a V-shaped (re claims 5 and 6), one of wire elements having concave 
or convex portions of an amount of N and N+l and engaging with the convex or concave 
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portions of another wire element, wherein the convex or concave in another wire element also 
having an amount of N+l and N (re claims 1 1 and 12). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3, 4 and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art of record does not teach or suggest an electric wire comprising all the features as recited 
in the claims and in combination with the cross-section of the conductive portion being formed 
into a square, rectangular, trapezoid or any other polygon shape. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed Dec. 30 th 2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that Kourimsky does not disclose each wire 
element including a predetermined amount concave portions having a predetermined section 
with a predetermined depth extending in a direction of thickness of the conductive portion, 
Looking closely at Figure 4 of Kourimsky, it is disclosed that each wire element including a 
predetermined amount concave portions having a predetermined section with a predetermined 
depth extending in a direction of thickness of the conductive portion. Although Kourimsky 
discloses the conductive portion comprising serrations, the portion between every two pointed 
tips is a concave portion having a cross-section of a V-shape as claimed in the claimed invention.
